mesures for the contro) of the 
traffic., ‘There were 15 Articles 
in the Agreement, but so thorough- 
ly does the Hongkong Government 
govern and control the sale. of 
opium here’ that there .was only: 
one Article in the Geneva: agree- 
lment, which was not covered by. 
Hongkong’s law onthe matter. 
That Article had reference to 
sale of opium to minors, and so 
the Government has now added the 
regulation that “No person shall 
sell or offer for sale-any épium 
to any ‘person under21 yeats of 
age.”
